EVIL 


Heroin Pill Factory : 
‘In Full Blast 


Discovered In a flat in. which were 
found 45,000 heroin pills on October 
31, Tong SI, 23, unemployed, was ar- 
rested, and| was tried before the 
Acting Chief Justice, Mr. Justice R. 
E. Lindsell, at the Criminal Scssions 
yesterday, on a charge of possession 


_of the pills. ‘ 


Tong pleaded not guilty, and his 
ense was heard by the follow! 
Jury: Messrs. G. L. Fenton ( 
man), A. Drummond, W. E. Grimm, 
Jr, B. Agaturoff, L. M, Xavier, Paul 
Fung and Tso Chak-chun. 


An old woman, Tsang ‘ Ying, 58, 
who wag also charged with Tong, 
pleaded guilty to the charge. 


Appearing for the prosecution Mr. 
J. Whyatt, Crown Counsel, said that a 
ralding party, led by Revenue OMicers 
J. L. Stephens and H. J. Millington, 
went to No. 7 Tal Wong Strect East, 
third floor, Wanchal, about 6 a.m. on 
October 31, The party knocked on 
the door, and a peep-hole was opened 
by the woman, Through It, R. a. 
Stephens saw Tong getting up from 
a mat on which he had been sleeping 
in the parlour, and making towards 
the verandah. 


R. O. Stephens called upon the 
woman to open the door, but this 
was not done, so the door was broken 
open. On entering, R. O. Stephens 
smelt the characteric odour of heroin 
pills, ond detained Tong ond the 
woman, He went Into the front 
cubicle of the flat, and there found a 
drying cupboard in full blast, two 
lighted chattles, and three trays con- 
taining pills in the course of drying. 
On a dressing table were a knife, 
stained pink, and a sleve, while hang- 
ing on the wall was a pafr of Chinese 
scales,

Pills in Packets 


He next entered the second cubicle, 
und there found a parcel containing 
2,000 pills in packets, The in- 
gredicnts usually found in heroin 
factories were also noticed there. 
Tong's hands were examined and 
found to contain a plnk deposit under 
a finger nall. He was taken to Wan- 
chai police station and charged, and 
there sald, “Those heroin pills are not 
mine.” 

After evidence had been given, by 
Revenue Officers Stephens and 
Millington, Mr. D, E. Davis, Assistant 
Monopoly Analyst, testified that he 
he had examined samples of the 
pills and found, them to contain 
heroin, ~ ‘ Senatiniecs 

Defendant made a-'statement from 
the dock. He claimed to be a re- 
fugee from Canton, and said he had 
yvone to the flat to look for the ald 
woman, who was his grandmother's 
sister. She had asked him to stay 
the night, so he remained there. 
During the night, he went into the 
kitchen, and noticed a basin of pink 
water, On. the woman's request, he 
emptied the basin into the drain, and 
50 got the pink stains on his hand. 
He declared he was not making pills, 
and did not know why he was aor- 
rested, : 

Tong called upon the old woman 
to give evidence on his behalf, ‘She 
declared she had only been in the 
flat for two’ days, having been 
engaged by some people who had 
found her sleeping In the streets, to 
assist in making the pills.

‘Returning to Canton for the

© jences and 
throbbing with life, 
noise that accompanies 
usually throng the street 
half population. 


Firat of all, the absence of the 
thousands of small craft Qos very 
noticcable, there being only o fcw 
clinging close. to the retaining walls 
of Shameen. Next, there were no 
rickshna to jostle those entering the 
streets of the city; nnd there were 
no buses of course. Only a casual 
private car, flying the flag of some 
forcitn’ nation, ond -occasional Ja- 

. pancse trucks rushing through the 
strects ‘breale the silence, How 
strange to sce hotels und restaurants 
nnd shops, most of them with open 
doors, but with no quests and no 
buyers and sellers of wares. Charred 
ruins and fiame-swept — bulldings 
atand us testimony to the fires which 
have raged. Flowers und shrubbery 
have wilted and are mute testimony 
of the absence of hands to provide 
refreshing water during the dry sea- 
son, 


And what of the silence of the 
night? Curfew sounds at seven and 
after that no movement anywhere 
until the bugle sounds at daybrenk, 
Seldom ao sound from dusic to. dawn 
except, perhaps, the call of a sentry 
here and there, The dry scason for- 
vida the cronk of a frog or the 
chirp of a cricket, with never a 
canary with its hoppy songs. How- 
miny of them have perished of 
hunger in thelr cages since their 
friends left them? For several nights 
the sky was lighted by fires which 
burst forth in silence with no rush 
of fire engincs and no cries of 
{rizhtened people, the flames leaping 
from house to house and street. to 
street in ominous solitude, A silent 
city once having a million and a half 
people, now having’ hardly more 
than Hive or six thousand. 


Protection Promised 


But gradually. people are appear- 
ing on the streets, many - of: them 
bepgars. Ricksha pullers begin to 
bid for passengers and here and 
there a smull shop is found with o 
few articles and perhaps a cobbler 
at his lust. Finally, large posters 
appeared at prominent pluces pro- 
claiming the purpese of the present 
regime and promising protection, 
help and “plessing’” to those willing 
to “co-operate.” But still the soli- 
tude pervades the scene, and now St 
Is sald that refugees in suburban 
areas are ‘encouraged to return to 
their places of abode. Occasionally 
n locomotive whistle is heard, which 
reminds one that there fs a semblance 
of activity about the railway station. 

Conton has recently been called 
varlously a city of suffering o! 
of death, but it is perhaps mn 
weird us o city of silence. In days 
gone by the largest and richest city, 
in Asia, it now lies in solitude. 
Hardly a cock heralds the dawn of 
day, no people in the marts of trade, 
never a pig roaming the narrow 
streets and: the problem of getting a 
few grains of rice for sustenance is 
‘a grave onc. Indeed, the sun whose 
sclink once wis clouded with the 
ascending now ‘drops’ below: the 
horizon in its original golden glow. 
And again with curfew no man dares 
traverse the norrow lancs to beat the 
night watches, und only the lonesome 
bark of n dog here and there guard- 
ing the open doors of his master’s 
empty house. 


Shows a Sign of Life 


But the days pass as usual, No 
- children scamper in and out of school 
fates, churches are closed and thelr 
flocks scattered and it is only from 
refugee camps and hospital . com- 
pounds that songs rise ubove the 
silence. to Him who alone holds the 
secrets of the future in His keeping. 
And one is won't to ask what will 
rise from this silence occasioned by 
the yreed of men and thelr military 
force in attaining their desires. 
Notwithstanding = the conditions, 
the American community of Canton 
is planning to meet together on the 
campus of Lingnan University to 
observe Thanksgiving Day on Thurs- 
day. The ‘main address will be 
given by the retiring , American 
Consul-General, Mr. Irving N. Lin- 
nell, and the annual Thanksgiving 
’ Proclamation of the President of the 
United States. will be read by the 
new Consul-Gencral, “Mr. Merle S.

The hardest task so far has been 
burying a man who was lying out- 
side the Pool Ying property and who 
hud been dead for four or five days. 
Since no coffins could be secured and 
the body already in’the stages of 
decomposition, foreign missionaries 
with pick, hoe, and shovel dug o 
grave on the property of 2 near by 
jumber compuny, the body wis 
shoveled onto a board nnd literally 
poured’ into the hole which served 
for u grave. Amonit the number of 
others we buried was onc whose last 
resting place was on a rubbish heap, 
and while digging a grave we ob- 
served first a small baby and then 
another and another corpse until 
we had counted a number who had 
just ‘been thrown on the rpbbish 
heap and not even buried. None of 
the ones we buried had coffins. 


Bandits at Chan Chuen © 


I recently made the trip to Chan 
Chuen south of Canton by sumpan 
to find the Gospel Bout there had 
been taken by the Japanese: army 
and moved somewhere in the region 
of Lun Shek. This boat Is the pro- 
pertyof the South China Boat Mis- 
siun. We found the city in ruins 
having been looted and set on fire by 
the Chinese. The business men met 
with the Jupanese and gave them 
$800 national currency to keep peace 
and order in the city and to cease 
from . fighting and) bombing., The 
Jupanese were very friendly’ and 
promised to try and get our boat de- 
finitely located and return it to us. 
We found the river swarming with 
bandits und robbers, and returned 
by narrow cunals. Only once were 
we stopped by robbers and then we 
refused to go ashore and, being two 
Cunadians in the sumpan, we nolsted 
an American flag and got by. 

Robber bunds are all along the 
rivera and the villnges arc being 
systematically looted sand set on fire. 
It ‘will undoubtedly be months be~ 
tore the river {s normal again, most 
of the passenger “to” bouts have 
been sunk to avold being confiscated. 

Canton is still a deserted ‘city and 
there is little for sule except loot, 
The country here secms to have fone 
mud. However Wwe are still glad to 
have been in Canton through the 
various experiences and the oppor- 
tunity to minister to China's needy 
has ample compensation.—A Corres- 
pondent,

STRANGE CASE OF THE YOUTH > 
WHO CAUSED AN “INCIDENT” | 


How a nineteen-year-old Hong- 
kong youth was once the 
cause of a serious international 
“incident”? forms one of the 
most amazing episodes in the 
colourful history of this Colony. 
This was the celebrated case of 
Mr. James Summers, a resident 
here during the Inte ‘forties, 
who, during an excursion, to 
Macno, became involved in fan 
occurrence which was to create 
much embarrassment in official 
circles, and -was ultimately 
solved by tactful diplomatic ro- 
presentations and the payment 
of an “indemnity.” But that is 
getting ahcad of the story. 


Mr. James Summers wag born in 
England about the year 1830. He 
first appears in the chronicles of old 
Hongkong about the year 1847 when 
ns a youth of seventeen, he was cm- 
ployed by the Rev. Vincent Stanton, 
Chaplain of the Colony, to serve of 
an assistant teacher in a free school 
and later in St. Paul's College,

But Ict Mr. Summers tell this por- 
tion of the story in his own words: 

“Having arrived at Macao by the 
Steamer Canton,. on the afternoon 
of Thursday, June 7th, about 6& 
o'clock; after taking refreshrrents, 
went on shore about six—walked 
along the Praya Grande, and then, 
turning up o narrow strect, presently 
came to a crowd of persons looking 
at a procession with banners, ete., 
as I cnme nearer J observed the men 
with thelr hats off and almost all the 
people kneellng, but seeing that it 
was a Roman Catholic ceremony, and 
entirely at varlance with my belief, 
T remained. covered.” 


Apparently the young man did 
not feel disposed to conform to cus-

Det.-Inspector A, E, Carey was in 
charge of the inquest for the police, 
and brought to Court two photo- 
graphs showlng the dead man, with 
a rope round his hands ond neck, 
as he had been found near the 
stream. The rope Was also brought.

Small Boy's Evidence . 


Testifying, Lo Kam-cheung said 
that on the afternoon of August 28 
-he was playing near the Kowloon 
City rifle range when-he went down 
toa stream nearby and. walked 
along {t towards the Chek Yun Yuen 
village, He had walked. some dis- 
tance when he saw o man \ying 
down on a sandy patch with one of 
his hands in the stccam. The man 
was dead, ond there was ao rope 
around his hands and neck. 

Giving evidence, Dr. R. C. Jones, 
medical officer in charge of the Kow- 
Joon Mortuary, said that on August 
28 he performed ‘a post mortem 
examination on the deceased, 
Externally, the body was that of o 
well-developed and well-nourished 
man. The eyes; face and :lips were 
congested and bruised, and the 
tongue was enlarged and blue. A 
piece of rope was wound’ tighily 
around the deceased's neck three 
tlmes, and was ‘firmly knotted under 
the left ear. Three loops of, this 
rope: were loosely encircling the left 
wrist, and continued under the right 
arm-pit, being tied tightly around 
the right wrist. ees 

The internal examination, con- 
tinued Dr; Jones, revealed that there 
were deep rope Indentations around 
the neck and right wrist., There 
was no fracture ofthe. ribs. The 
_heart_was_enlarged, and the ‘brain’ 
was congested with small” hacmor- 
rhoges on the surface. There: was 
no fracture of the skull. Death was 
duc to asphyxiation folowing stran-

Replying to a question put by Mr. 
Macfadyen, witness sald that in his 
oyfinion it was quite’ impossible ‘for 
the deceased to have tied: the, rope 
around himself In the manner that 
it was found on him.

DANZIG 


May Be Compromised 
- In Near Future 


Danzig, Nov. 23. 

A basie portion of the status of the 
Free-city of Danzig, is the demand 
put forward to-day by the Dan- 
sig¢r Vorposten which apart {rom 
being the ofMficlal organ of the Na- 
tlonal Socialist Party in Danzig, has 
close relations with the Danzig 
This demand is made in 
connection with reports originating 
from Polish sources. 

These reports which are regarded 
by the Vorposten as nn attempt to 
sound opinion on this matter, are to 
the effect that the Segal status of 
Danzig which would become inde- 
pendent of Geneva upon the resigna- 
tion of the present League of Nations’ 
Commissioner, will become restrain- 
ed by way of-o biinteral agreement 
and by -virtue of an understanding 
between the German and the Pollsh 
Government consequent upon the 
Polo-German conversations which 
which will begin in Poland In the 
near future. 

Replying to these, assertlons the 
semj-ofMiclal Danzig organ states 
that they are Incking a confirmation 
and jt adds: : 

“IL ds, nevertheless, interesting to 
note that Poland is now apparently 
not desirous of adhering to the old

On Being Critical 


HE ARTICLE by 
Blunt in our issue yester- 
day was timely. 


John 


It might be a very sound idea 
to gay a little bit less about 
England’s moral duty in regard 
to the checking of the dictators, 


After all, there are : more 
ignoble aims than the desire to 
preserve the pe‘ce. And when 
all that there is to say about 
Mr. Chamberlain’s alleged 
inner, sympathy with the 
Fascists has been said, the fact 
remains that the man has been 
making a desperate effort to 
keep our country out of war. 


Maybe he has been making 
his effort in the wrong -way. 
Maybe the risks of a policy are 
greater than the risks of “a 
forthright, daring and clear-cut 
policy of definnce to all agyres- 
sors. Maybe in the long run 
England will have to fight any- 
way, and will only make -the 
fight tougher by postponing the 
evil day. 

But it is hardly becoming for 
persons at a distance to be too 
vocal about all of this. 

The last war isn’t so far away 
but what we can remember it 
pretty clearly.

STRANGE CASE OF THE YOUTH 
WHO CAUSED AN “INCIDENT” 


HOW a nineteen-year-old Hong- 
kong youth was once the 
enuse of a serious international 
“Incident”. forms. one of the 
most amazing episodes in the 
colourful history of this Colony. 
This was the celebrated case of 
Mr. James Summers, a resident 
here ‘during ‘ the ate ‘forties, 
who, during an excursion to 
Macao, became involved in lan 
occurrence which was to create 
much embarrassment in official 
circles, and was ultimately 
solved by tactful diplomatic re- 
presentations and the payment 
of an “indemnity.” But that fs 
getting ahead of the story. 


Mr, James Summers wag born in 
England ‘about the year 1830, He 
first appears in the chronicles of old 
Honrkong about the year 1847 when 
ag a youth of seventeen, he was em- 
ployed by the Rev, Vincent Stanton, 
Chaplain of the Colony, to serve on 
an assistant teacher in n free school 
and later in St. Paul's College. 


PIOUS YOUNG MAN 


His first two years in Hongkong 
passed quictly enough, and we know 
Uttle of this perlod except that he 
was regarded by his superiors us An 
extromely plous young man, ond in-| 
cldentally, too, one who was making 
excellent progress In his endcavouts 
to master the Chinese language. Un- 
fortunately, however, his .cegree of 
religious picty was tinctured with so 
much dogmatism that he was narrow 
and uncompromising and in_ his 
efforts to be loyal to his creed, he 
neglected tho most {important In- 
grodient of piety itself—tolerance for 
the belfefs and observances of others, 
Consequently, it is to be expected 
that when he pald a visit to Macao 
one June day in 1849 to witness the 
moet tolernn festival of the Roman 
Catholic Church—the Corpus Christl 


procession—something was fated to 
happen. 


OPPOSED CUSTOM 


But let Mr. Summers tell this por- 
tion of the story in his own words: 

“Having arrived at Macao by the 
Steamer Canton, on the afternoon 
ef Thursday, June’ 7th, about 5 
o'clock; after taking refreshments, I 
went on shore about six—walked 
along the Praya Grande, und then 
turning up a narrow street, presently 
came to a crowd of persons looking 
at oa procession with banners, ete., 
as T came nearer I observed the men 
with thelr hats off and almost all the 
people Icneeling, but secing that it 
was a Roman Catholic ceremony, and 
entirely at variance with my belief, 
I remained covered.” 


Apparently the young man did 
not fecl disposcd to conform to cus- 
fom, but with the Impetuosity of 
youth he determined to secure a 


grand-stand view of the procession, | 


and with this intention in mind he 
stood beneath the balcony of the 
Misericordla Church —the only man 
among the multitude with a hat on 
his hend. A Catholic priest, Father 
Almeldx, approached, and requested 
the youth in English to remove his 
hot. Summere, however, shook his 
hend, and even hnd he never been 
told to do so, he could not have failed 
to perceive that to be the only one 
covered would be offensive alike to 
good-breeding and to those who were 
engaged in religious oMces. 


ARRESTED 


An angcy murmur went through 
the crowd,’ and people were des~ 
patched to report post-haste such 
diarespect to the Portuguese Govern- 
or,’ Jono Marla Ferreira do Amatal. 
eee ee in soldicr to the 
scen ordered the 
to.take. off his hat at once, Sume 
mers complied. but: immoadiately: re- 
placed it'on his head. The: i, 


the soldier intimated “that: he. was ‘ 


under arrest, and beckoned the young. 
man to follow. 

He was taken to the guard-room 
und there locked up for the night. 
Ey next morning, the young man had 
Jost all his cocksureness and bravado - 
of the previous evening, and began 
to look around for means of secure 
ing his release. A Ietter addressed 
to the Portuguese Governor being 
unanswered he addressed a note to 
Mr, P. Forbes, the American consu- 
lar ofMflelal in Macao, The fatter, 
reolising that there was no British 
Consul in Macao, and sympathising 
with the young Briton in his un- 
fortunate plight, at once called on 
Captain Henry Keppel, of H. B. M. Ss. 
Meander and Captain Keppel was a . 
man who,  saflor-like, distrusted 
diplomacy, and would not healtate to 
take actlon if his demands were re- 
tured. First of all he'consulted with - 
other captains of British ships lying 
off Macuo, and then, together with 
Captain Trowbridge of H. B. M. S. 
Amazon, called upon the Portuguese 
Governor. In the meantime, the 
charge against Mr. Summers had 
simmered down to one of disrespect 
to the Governor, and while it was: 
recognised that he had been origin- 
ally arrested by one of the soldiers 
for not taking off hia hat at the pro- 
cession of Corpus Christl, now, with- 
out reference to that, his special of- 
fence was considered to be not taking 
off his hat, upon the order of the 
Governor of Macao. 


COMPLICATED CASE 


The matter might have been easly: 
solved then and there, if Captain: 
Keppel had felt disposed to ask 
Governor Amaral to releaso Mr, 
Summers os a personal favour, but 
he felt it repugnant to ask for it or 
that ground,-and regarded It aa o 
right. “Thereupon the Governor re~ 
plied: “Then. . . tho prisoner {# 
committed to the Judicial authoritles, 
fo be judged by Portugucse laws." : 
Captain Keppel had now decided ,

From the deceased's position, {t would 
seem impossible that he had got into 
it himself. 


Continuing, Mr. Macfadyen re- 
minded the Jury that it was their 
duty, after hearing all the evidence, 
to decide how the deccased had met 
his death, and Sf they decided that 
the man’s death had becn due to 
violence not caused by himself, they 
would have to brihg In. a verdict 


of murder, 


Det.-Inspector A. E, Carey was in 
charge of the inquest for the police, 
and brought to Court two photo- 
graphs showing the dead man, with 
a rope round his hands and neck, 
as he had been found nenr_ the 
stream. The rope was also brought 
to Court. 


Small Boy’s Evidence 


Testifying,

The man 
was dead, and there was n rope 
around his hands and neck. 

Giving evidence, Dr. R. C. Jones, 
medicnl officer in charge of the Kow- 
loon Mortuary, said that on August 
28 he performed a post mortem 
examination on the deceased. 
Externally, the body was that of o 
well-developed ang well-nourished 
man. The eyes, face and Nps were 
congested ond brulsed, and the 
tongue was enlarged and blue. A 
piece of rope was wound  tghily 
around the deceased’s neck three 
times, und was firmly knotted under 
tho left car. Three loops of this 
rope were loosely encircling the left 
wrist, and continued under the right 
arm-pit, being tied tightly around 
the right wrist. 

The internal examination, con- 
tinued Dr. Jones, revealed that there 
were decp rope indentations around 
the neek and. right wrist, There 
wis no fracture of the ribs, The 
heart was.cnlarged, and the brain 
was congested with small hacmor- 
rhages on -the surface. There was 
no fracture of the skull, Death was 
duc to asphyxiation following stran- 
ulation, 

Replying to a question put by Mr. 
Macfadyen, wliness sold that in his 
opinion it was quite Impossible for 
the deceased to have tied the rope 
nround himself in the manner that 
it was found on him. s 

Answering Inspector Carcy, wit- 
ness said that there was no fracture 
of the neck. The fracture would not 
have necessarily occurred if the rope 
around the neck hod been tightened 
gradually.’ Judging {from the de- 
censed’s physique, it would have 
taken, if he was not unconscious at 
that tlme, at least two or three men 
to {nsten the rope around his neck 
and tighten it suMfciently to cause 
death, 

The further hcoaring of the inquest 
was adjourned untl Friday, at 2.30 
p.m.

And Czecho-Slovakia

N -AGREEMENT which will 


BISRLUIN, ‘Nov. 23. 
come into force on November 


26 has been concluded between Germany and Czecho- 
Slovakia concerning the questions of citizenship and the right

Under the-terms of this agreement, 
Czecho-Slovak nationals residing in 
areas .which were incorporated in 
the Reich on or before October 10 
last will, on principle, become Ger- 
man citizens, provided - that they 
were born in the seid areas prior to 
January {, 1910, or lost their quality 
of German citizenship om January 
10, 1930 in consequence of the 
Treaty of Versallies, 


Persons, other than those of Ger- 
man lincage who settled after 
January 1, 1910 in the areas which 
were united with the Relch on 
October 10 last, must Leave them 
before July 10, 1938, should three 
months’ nolce to this effect be given 
them by the German authorities, 


The Czecho-Slovak Government 
undertakes to admit such persons in 
so far as they are of Czecho-Slovak 
nationality, 


Similar rights 1 are conceded by the

As for Mr. Summers, his stay in 
Hongkong was terminated soon after, 
and the next news we have of him 
Is his appointment on January 23, 
1853, as Professor of Chinese Langu- 
age and Literature in King's College, 
London. He continued in this post 
for a number of years, and was the 
author of one or two text-books on 
Chinese studies. His death in Eng. 
land some time in the ‘nineties of the 
Jast century closed a professorial 
career of some eminence; but which 
unfortunately is mostly remembered 
by the tempestuous ineldent of his 
boyhood. .

COLONY’S 
LEPER 
PROBLEM 


Cannot Transfer New 
Victims To Sheklung 


The impossibility of transferr- 
ing lepers to the old Sheklung 
lepers asylum has placed another 
burden on the shoulders of the 


Hongkong Government. 


Lepers have been gathered Into the 
settlement at Kennedy Town in In- 
creasing numbers recently and they 
have not been passed on to China-— 
from where most of them hail—as 
in normal times, because of trans- 
ort difficulties, and because it is 
doubtful if there is still a settlement 
at Sheklung. 


A wire fence Is to be erected round 
the Kennedy Town Settlement to 
prevent the inmates from wandering 
out and again becoming a danger to 
the population. 


A similar problem is faced with 
regard to lunatics. Whereas hitherto, 
Canton has accepted feeble-minded 
persons taken in charge here ond 
found to be of Chinese nationality, 
that haven of refuge is closcd since 
the Japanese entered Canton. Trans- 
fers were made up to last month, 
however, so that there has not been 
un undue nddition to the Colony's 
accommodation since then.

Stovakia’s Reprisals To 
Hungary's Measures 


Vienna, Nov. 23. 

In consequence of the anti-Czech 
and anti-Slovak land reform measures 
reportedly adopted by Hungary 
throughout the territory awarded her 
under tho Vienna agreement, thon- 
sands of people havo been added to 
tho maasca of uprooted humanity 
which, since the world war, have be- 
come refugee victims, shuttlecocked 
between rival impertalisms and na- 
tlonal revolutions in Europe. 

Simultancously the tension be- 
tween Czecho-Slovakia and Hungary, 
which has existed for a fortnight, has 
become helghtencd. 

The Slovak Government has im- 
mediately replied with reprisals to 
the Hungarlan -land reform, ce 
land reform, og reported here fore- 
sees the reconfiscatton of pre-war 
Hungarian estates which, under the 
regime of Dr, Masaryk and Dr. Benes 
the Caecho-Slovak Government con- 
fiscated after the world war ond dis- 
tributed ns small farms, which were, 
colonised by Czech world war 
Tegionaries, with «a sprinkling of 
Slovaks. 

Hungary apparently has decided to 
deprive these colonists of the farms 
and to expel - them. into” the 
new state of Czccho-Slovakia. 

Czecho-Slovakia has adopted re- 
tallatory prestige measures, part of 
which will provide new homes for 
thousands who may be expelled from 
Hungary. « 

The Slovak Government has placed 
the property of all Hungarians living 
in Slovakian in the hands of Aryan 
property custodinns, preparatory to 
outright confiscation if, and when 
Hungary really confiscates the farms 
and expels the colonists. 

Meanwhile, according 10 reports 
from Hust, the Hungarian-Polish 
common fronticr agitation continucs 
space. For instance, - a Polish 
terrorist on Tuesday attacked and 
destroyed a bullding near Toron, o 
frontler point, while smugglers on 
the same day were caught bringing 
from Hungary propaganda and food 
packages, labelied ‘“T'o our brothers

ON JEWS 


Thin, Edge Of Wedge 
For Confiscation 


BERLIN, Nov. 23. 
A DECREE has been issued 
‘levying a fine of 20 per cent. on 
‘all’ Jewish property holdings 
above £400. 


It ig believed that by this 
means the’ authorities will col- 
lect the £80,000,000 fine payable 
in four instalments, each 
samounting to five per cent, of 
the value of the property. 


The ‘Instalments: will bo payable 
on December 15, Februory 15, May 
15, ‘and August 15. 3 

Forelgn Jews arc exempt, while 
Jn cases of mixed marriage only the 
property of the Jewish partner will 
be taxed. : 

However the non-Jewish partner 
must stand surcty. 

The German Government may 
reduce the levy even to the limit 
reached prior to the last instalments 
being paid, and the levy may also 
‘be Inercased In the event of the total 
income. from it being Insufficient.

“Tt is expected that all of the Iron 
lungs required will be available by 
next March, . 


It is proposed to give up to 5,000 
jron lungs, which will represent a 
total benefaction of £500,000. 

Lord Nufleld’s announcement of 
his benefaction was made by him to 
the press in his office at Cowley, 
Oxford. 


He sald that the artificial respira- 
tors will be manufactured in the 
Cowley Works. ‘ 

At present they cost £08 each, and 
he was prepared fo manufacture any 
number. 

Afer the demand had been satisfied, 
stocks would be kept at Cowley in 
case of need. 

Although the average tlme a person 
occupies the lung Is. from 10 to 14 
days, nine months might be tho perlod 
needed for a patient's recovery. 

Lord NuMcld said: "It seems to me 
n drendful . state of. affairs when 
children cuffering from infantile 
paralysis might be saved, and In a 
large percentage of cases, cured, 
wherens without this machine they 
must dic.” 

Lord NuMctd explained that as 
Infantile paralysis was most prevalent 
in warm climates, it was intended to 
supply the big cities first. 

In the first three months of 1940, 
nearly 100,000 Jungs would be ready 
tor distribution in preparation for the 
summer. 

They had worked very closely with 
the young Australian Inventor of the 
machine to Improve it, although the 
present ‘was most successful. “Its 
chief advantages was its lghtness, 
which aided transportation, and it 
could be worked by hand, {f electrical 
power wes not available. 

Originally produced for cases of in- 
fantile paralysis, it could be uscd in 
other forms of lung fallure, and in 
cases of gas-poisoning in war-time.—

WHO CAUSED AN “INCIDENT” 


OW a nineteen-year-old Hong- 
kong youth was once the 
cause of a serious international 
“incident” forms one of the 
most amazing episodes in the 
colourful history of this Colony. 
This was the celebrated case of 
Mr, James Summers, a resident 
here during the late ‘forties, 
who, du - an excursion to 
Macao, bdéecnme involved in fan 
occurrence which was to create 
much embarrassment in official 
circles, and was _ ultimately 
solved by tactful diplomatic re- 
presentations and the payment 
of an “indemnity.” But that is 
getting ahead of the story. 


Mr. James Summera wag born in 
England about the year 1930, He 
first appears in the chronicles of old 
Hongkong about the year 1847 when 
us no youth of scventecn, he was em- 
ployed by the Rev. Vingent Stanton, 
Chaplain of the Colony, to serve o8 
an assistant teacher in a frea school 
and later in St. Paul’s College. 


PIOUS YOUNG MAN 


His first two years In Hongkong 
passed quictly enough, and we know 
little of this period except that he 
was regarded by his superiors os an 
extremely pious young man, and in- 
cidentally, too, one who was making 
excellent progress in his endeavours 
to master the Chinese language. Un- 
fortunately, however, His, degree of 
religious piety was tinctured- with so 
much dogmatism that ho was narrow 
and uncompromising .and"' in his 
efforts to be loyal to his .creed, he 
neglected the most’ Important in- 
grodient of picty itsclf—tolerance for 
the beliefs and observances of others. 
Consequently, it is to be expected 
thet when he paid a visit'to Macao 

. day in 1848.to witness the 
most solemn festival of the Roman 
atholic Church—the Corpus Christt

OPPOSED CUSTOM 


But let Mr. Summers tell this por- 
tion of the story in his own words: 

“Having arrived at Macao by the 
Steamer Canton, on the afternoon 
of Thursday, June 7th,. about 5 
o'clock; after taking refreshments, I 
went on shore about six—walked 
along the Praya Grande, and then 
lurning up a norrow street, presently 
came to u crowd of persons looking 
rt n procession with banners, ete., 
as I came nearer I observed the men 
with thelr hats off and almost all the 
people kneeling, but seeing that ‘it 
was a.Roman Catholle ceremony, and 
entirely at variance with my belief, 
T remained covered." 


Apparently the young man did 
not feel disposed to conform to cus- 
tom, but with the Impetuosity of 
youth he’ determined to secure a 
grand-stand view of the procession, | 
and with this intention in mind he 
stood beneath the balcony of the 
Miserleordia Church — the only man 
among the multitude with a hat.on 
his head. A Catholic priest, Father 
Almelda, approached, and ‘requested 
the youth in English to remove his 
hat. Summere, however, shook his 
hend, and even had he never been 
told te do so, he could not have failed 
to percelve that to be the only one 
covered would be offensive alike to

In discussing the details of the 
“blackout,” Wing-Commander Stecle- 
Perkins sald: 

In tho first exercise, that is, to- 
night commencing at D.16, we are 
foing .to exercise two Decontamina- 
tlon Squads. 

‘An Air Raid Warden will be ap- 
pointed to patrol the districts. At 
9.30 pt n rocket will be fired to 
simulate the falling of a gas bomb. 
The Alr Raid Warden will at onco 
proceed to that spot and, on ap- 
proaching, will test by manipulation 
of his respirator whether gos is pre- 


sont, 

If he finds gas, his next duty is to 
telephone the Decontamination 
Squad. 

On their arrival, they will be met 
by the Air Raid Warden, who will 
direct them to the scene of the con- 
tamination, The Squad will then 
uniond and the foreman will use 0 
chemicnl detector in order to asccr- 
tain the aren of ground which hos 
been splashed with liquid mustard 
gas. Having ascertained this areca, 
the Squad will rope it off to prevent 
the public from entering the arca or 
approaching up-wind. 

“The Fire Brigade will be called 
out at an unknown time to attend 
two supposed fires. 


PORTABLE SIRENS 


In discussing the second surprise 
“blackout,” which will occur somc- 
time between Friday and Sunday, 
Wing-Commander Stcel-Perkins said 
that he is trying out a system of 
portable sirens In addition to the 
sirens which are in the Gloucestcr 
Building and the Gough HI Police- 
Station. 

“Six electric portable sirens will 
be installed in cars manned by the 
Police Emergency Unit Reserve," he 
said. “They will start at Hollywood 
Road, the junction of Ladder Street, 
Whitty Street, junction of Queen's 
Road, Wanchai Market, the Peak 
terminus, Belcher Street, Pokfulam, 
Sassoon Road and Sing Wood Road 
and will converge towards ‘the 
centre of Victorian.

“By this method, I feel that. I 
shall be able to ascertain whether 1 
require more permanent sirens and 
In what districts.

MILITARY COSTS 

Referring to the Army Estimates 
for the new fiscal year, Gencral Ita- 
gil stated that the plan for the 
extraordinary military expenditure is 
at Present under compilation on the 
basis of the inguiries by the General 
Staff, Although unable to predict its 
amount, War Minister. Itagaki admit- 
ted that provisions will be made In 
the new budget for the replenishment 
of the alr force and other ptans for 
armament. ; 

Asked about the proposed organi- 
zation of a. unified political machin- 
ery, the War Minister anid that the 
Army will welcome such a machinery 
provided {t Js able to serve for 
strengthening the wartime adminis- 
tration and consolidate the unity- of 
the nation. 

Regarding the reform of the 
Internal administration organs, Gen- 
cral Itagaki revealed that the Army 
authorities are also co-operating with 
the Cabinet Planning Bureau In the 
formulation of adequate plans. 

In connection with the establish- 
ment of the East Asiatic Affairs 
Board, the War Minister sald that 
when it has formally been inaugurat- 
ed, the existing special service organs 
of the Army in China will be incor- 
porated in its branches on the spot.

Loyalty Of 
H.K. Chinese 
To Britain 


When the BHI to amend the He- 
gistration of Persons Ordinance, 1934, 
came before Legislative Council this 
afternoon for its second reading, the 
loyalty of Chinese British subjects to 
the Colony was re-affirmed by the 
Senior Chinese member, the Hon. 
Mr. T. N. Chau. 

He said: 

“On behalf of my Chinese — col- 
lengues and myself, I desiré to say o 
few words on the question of exclu- 
sion of Chinese British subjecta from 
Part IL of this Bull. 

“A}] Chinese born in the Colony 
ure, of course, British subjects. But 
{t has to be realised that an ordin- 
ance applicable to such persons 
would be dificult to enforce because 
it is an impossibililty to trace such 
British subjects from the Register of 
Births. Morcover, it js a well known 
fact that many births have not been 
registered at all, 

The experience gained in the 
European War of 1914-1918, and in 
the strikes of 1922 and 1925, was 
ruch as to convince everyone in the 
Colony of the loyalty of Chinese 
British subjects and of the loyalty of 


Chinese permanent residents to thelr | 


tocal oflegianee. In these circum- 
stanees, | understand that Instead of 
resorting to legislation which it would 
be !mprnacticable to enforce, Chinese 
British subjects and Chinese  per- 
manent residents wlll be gtyen the 
opportunity to register voluntarily, 
and steps have been taken with this 
end in view, That my  collcagucs 
and I feel is the best solution of the 
dimeulty. 

In making this statement, which I 
hope will remove any misapprehen- 
ston which may exist on this matter, 
1 can assure you, Sir, that the 
Chinese British subjects and Chinese 
permanent residents will yield to 
none In their eagerness and desire 
to serve to the best of their ability 
the interests of the Colony in her 
hour of need. (Applause).

May Be ‘Compromised 
"In Near Future” 


Danzig, Nov. 23, 

A basic portion of the status of the 
Free-city of Danzig, Js the demand 
put forward to-day by the Dan- 
ziger Vorposten which’ apart from 
being the offtcial organ of the Na- 
tional Socialist Party in Danzig,.has. 
close relations with the Danzig 
Senate. This demand ‘is made in. 
connection with reports originating 
from Pollsh sources. ' 


These reports which are regarded 
by the Vorposten os an attempt to.

economic status of Danzig by way of
